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Abstract The Epermeniidae of Japan are revised. Five species already known from Japan, 
Phaulernis fulviguttella, P. chasanica, Epermenia strictella, E. muraseae, E. thailandica, and two 
unrecorded species, P. pulchra, E. sinjovi, are redescribed. Six new species from Japan, E. sugisi- 
mai, E. ijimai, E. shimekii, E. uedai, E. fuscomaculata, E. pseudofuscomaculata, are described. All 
species are illustrated. 
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The family Epermeniidae is a rather small family which contains worldwide about 100 de- 
scribed species (Gaedike, 1996). In Japan, information on the family is very poor. Meyrick 
(1931) described Epermenia anthracoptila from Japan but this species was placed as a syn- 
onym of E. strictella (Wocke, 1867) by Gaedike (1973). Issiki (1957) illustrated anthra- 
coptila in “Esaki et al., Icones Heterocerorum Japonicorum’, vol. 1, but the figured speci- 
men was wrongly named, it is E. thailandica Gaedike, 1987. Moriuti (1982) in “Moths of 
Japan" treated two species, Phaulernis monticola Moriuti, 1982, later synonymized to ful- 
viguttella (Zeller, 1839) by Gaedike (1993) and E. strictella (the specimen, figured on pl. 
10, fig. 2, belongs to E. shimekii sp. nov.). Epermenia muraseae which is a fruit-borer of 
Pittosporum tobira was described from Japan by Gaedike and Kuroko (2000). Oku (2003) 
recorded four species, Phaulernis fulviguttella as monticola, Epermenia thailandica, E. 
chasanica Gaedike, 1993 and Epermenia sp., from Iwate Prefecture. So, only five species 
of Epermeniidae are known from Japan. 


Although this family comprises species with variously shaped wings from broad to narrow 
lanceolate, it is characterized by stiff bristles on the whole surface of the hind tibia. One 
other character, —one or more scale teeth on the dorsum of the forewing seems to be anoth- 
er apomorphy for the whole family. However, some species lack these teeth by secondary 
loss. 


The pockets with androconial scales on the first two segments of the male abdomen are a 
synapomorphy of the genus Epermenia Hübner, 1825. The size of the pockets is variable, 
short pockets in the subgenus Cataplectica Walsingham, 1894, longer pockets in the other 
subgenera. One species, E. pseudofuscomaculata sp. nov., does not possess any pockets, 
which is a secondary reduction of that character. Moreover, there are also some specimens 
of E. thailandica, which may be representatives of another population, without pockets. 


Given this position (secondary reduction of pockets), there are no grounds to separate the 
genus Phaulernis Meyrick, 1895 from the genus Epermenia, because the absence of the 
pockets was the only characteristic to separate the genus Phaulernis from the genus

Epermenia. Both genera are characterized by the shape of the male genitalia: a simple, and 
more or less curved uncus; the tegumen without any other additional characteristics; the 
valva with distinct ampulla and cucullus; aedeagus normally with cornutus. Further studies 
are needed to establish the exact taxonomic position of the species which are now included 
within the genus Phaulernis. 


All the specimens including the type material are preserved in the collection of the 
Entomological Laboratory, Graduate School of Agriculture and Biological Sciences, Osaka 
Prefecture University, unless otherwise stated.

face pale fuscous; antenna 3/5 length of wing, greyish-fuscous; palpi bronzy-brown. 
Thorax greyish-fuscous; hind tibia and tarsus fuscous. Abdomen greyish-fuscous above; 
whitish-fuscous beneath; without pockets. 


Forewing broad lanceolate; wing venation as in Fig. 21, forewing R, and R, stalked, hind- 
wing Rs and M, separate; fuscous, a longitudinal pale yellow basal patch from base to 1/4 
along fold, a roundish or irregular-shaped patch before middle on costal half, a roundish 
median patch on dorsal half and an elliptical to thick crescent-shaped patch at end of cell; 
without any scale teeth on dorsum; cilia greyish-fuscous, without black lines on terminal 
cilia. Hindwing fuscous; cilia greyish-fuscous. 


Male genitalia (Fig. 29). Uncus short (200 um in length), sharply pointed at apex; gnathos 
absent; ampulla a little longer than cucullus, with sharply pointed apex; cucullus short trig- 
onal, 1/3 length of valva; anellus heart-shaped; aedeagus sinuous, a little longer than valva, 
with a distinct cornutus. 


Female genitalia (Fig. 44). Eighth tergum sclerotized; posterior edge of 7th sternite emar- 
ginate; ostium bursae weakly sclerotized; ductus bursae scobinate posteriorly; signum 
horseshoe-shaped, 240 um in length.

tarsus coal-black, tip of each segment whitish. Abdomen brownish-fuscous above, brown- 
ish-grey beneath, posterior margin of each segment whitish. 


Forewing broad lanceolate; wing venation as in Fig. 20, forewing R, and R; separate, hind- 
wing Rs and M, separate; dark fuscous, with leaden reflections, subbasal fascia and de- 
pressed E-shaped maculation reddish-orange, areas surrounded by reddish-orange macula- 
tion with strong silvery-leaden reflections; scale teeth at 1/4 and 1/2 on dorsum, blackish- 
brown with pale brownish base; cilia pale greyish, with a round blackish line at apex and 
two blackish lines on terminal cilia. Hindwing fuscous; cilia pale fuscous. 


Male genitalia (Fig. 30). Uncus stout, 300 um in length, apex pointed but not sharp; valva 
as long as aedeagus, ampulla gently curved, as long as cucullus, cucullus 1/3 length of 
valva, gently curved, broadest at base, tapered toward apex; aedeagus large, including a big 
spindle-shaped cornutus. 


Female genitalia (Fig. 41). Posterior margin of 7th sternite emarginate, ductus bursae 
smoothly connecting with corpus bursae; signa elliptical bearing double edges, 250 um in 
length.

Forewing lanceolate, apex hooked; forewing venation R, and R, stalked, hindwing Rs and 
M, separate; whitish-grey, scattered with blackish-grey scales on basal, costal, apical and 
dorsal areas, except whitish patches at 1/5 and 2/5 on dorsum; an orange suffusion from 1/3 
to 2/3 on disc; four black spots at 1/6 (below costa), 2/3 (on disc), 1/2 (on disc) and 2/3 (on 
disc), surrounded with whitish to pale brownish scales; scale teeth at 1/4, 1/2 and 2/3 on 
dorsum, black; apical hooked scales blackish-grey; cilia pale grey, three black lines on ter- 
minal cilia. Hindwing and cilia pale grey. 


Male genitalia (Fig. 31). Uncus stout, with wide base, 370 um in length; ampulla a little 
longer than cucullus, gently curved; cucullus 1/2 length of valva, broad at middle, tapered 
toward apex; aedeagus a little longer than valva, bent, with a long spindle-shaped cornutus. 


Female genitalia (Fig. 42). Ostium bursae wide cup-shaped; corpus bursae large, signum 
long elliptical with double edges, 250-270 um in length.

Abdominal segment with short longitudinal pockets from 
near anterior edge to near posterior edge of 2nd segment. 


Forewing lanceolate, apex round; fuscous, a whitish short fascia from 1/4 on dorsum to 1/2 
width of wing, another fascia from 1/2 on dorsum to 1/3 width of wing; without any scale 
teeth on dorsum nor apical hook nor dark lines on terminal cilia; cilia greyish-fuscous. 
Hindwing and cilia pale greyish-fuscous. 


Male genitalia (Fig. 32). Uncus stout, apex and base broadened, 320 um in length; tegumen

as wide as the base of uncus; valva a little longer than aedeagus, ampulla as long as cucul- 
lus, gently curved, pointed; cucullus narrow triangular, with a narrow sclerotized patch 
basally; vinculum broad, posterior edge sclerotized; aedeagus with a long cornutus.

〒. Wing length 7.0-7.5 mm. Head pale ochreous-brown; face whitish-brown mixed with a 
few brassy scales; antenna greyish-fuscous; palpi whitish-brown, mottled with dark brown 
outwardly. Thorax and tegulae pale ochreous, sparsely scattered with brownish-fuscous 
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scales; hind tibia whitish, pale grey-fuscous on outside. 


Forewing broad lanceolate, with hooked apex; whitish-ochreous, covered with light brown 
on basal area, somewhat blackish-grey scales along costa: apical half of wing suffused with 
light brown, scattered with black scales on apical and terminal edges, an indistinct brownish 
oblique fascia at 1/2 from costa to fold; small black spots at 1/3 and 2/3 (somewhat larger) 
on disc, both of the dots surrounded with whitish-ochreous; rather long scales on apex and 
two lines on terminal cilia black, mixed with brown basally; scale teeth on dorsum black 
with white base; cilia pale grey. Hindwing and cilia pale grey. 


Female genitalia (Fig. 43). Papillae anales broad; posterior margin of 7th sternite emar- 
ginate; ostium bursae weakly sclerotized; ductus bursae long and thick, wrinkled longitudi- 
nally; corpus bursae rather short; signum with a thorn-like process (270 um in length). 


Male unknown.

Host plant. Unknown. 


Remarks. Superficially similar to the European species E. illigerella (Hübner, 1813) 
(hooked apex of the forewing), but differs in the shape of the genitalia (signum, ostium). 


This species was illustrated erroneously by Moriuti (1982, 2: pl. 10, fig. 2) under the name 
strictella. 


Epermenia (Calotripis) ijimai Kuroko & Gaedike, sp. nov. (Figs 7, 33) 


J. Wing length 6.2 mm. Head whitish-grey. Thorax and tegulae greyish-fuscous; antenna 
broken; face whitish; palpi scattered with blackish and brown scales on interior and exterior 
surfaces. Thorax and tegulae greyish-fuscous. Thorax and forewing somewhat desqua- 
mate. 


Forewing lanceolate; basal half of wing whitish, sparsely scattered with greyish and pale 
yellowish scales, blackish scales scattered along costal margin; apical half of wing with a 
brownish-orange patch, scattered with blackish scales on costal, apical and dorsal areas, in 
the middle of costa a blackish inverted triangular suffusion, without any dots on disc; the 
four scale teeth black; terminal cilia pale yellowish-brown with two black lines, cilia pale 
grey. Hindwing and cilia pale grey. 


Male genitalia (Fig. 33). Uncus short (190 um in length), broad and pointed; gnathos 
small; ampulla short, about 1/2 length of cucullus, apex hooked and pointed, with a trans- 
verse sclerotized patch basally; cucullus broadened on basal half, with a slender longitudi- 
nal sclerotized patch basally; sacculus with a short pointed projection apically; aedeagus 
rather slender, a little longer than valva, with two long cornuti. 


Female unknown.

The specific name is dedicated to Mr Kazuo Ijima, who collected the holotype 
and donated it to us. 


Distribution. Japan (Hokkaido). 
Host plant. Unknown. 
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Remarks. Superficially similar to E. thailandica, but the new species has no dots on disc. 
The new species is also similar to E. muraseae, but is distinguishable from it in the shape of 
the genitalia (tegumen without more strongly sclerotized edges and middle, short hooked 
ampulla, sacculus without pointed tooth).

Head, thorax and tegulae whitish-grey, scattered with pale 
grey scales; antenna 3/5 of wing, pale grey with black annulations; face pale reddish-brown 
to pale brown; palpi whitish on inside, blackish-brown on outside; hind tarsus whitish, each 
segment blackish terminally. Abdomen greyish-fuscous above; whitish beneath. 


Forewing lanceolate; ochreous-cream, scattered with blackish-grey scales; an inwardly 
oblique indistinct dark fascia just before middle of costa, somewhat extending apically 
along costa; on basal area two indistinct dark dots along costa and dark patch basally; two 
small indistinct black spots at 1/3 and 2/3 on disc, posterior one somewhat oblong; apical 
half darker than basal half, with dense dark scales especially on apical region; scale teeth 
black, whitish basally; cilia pale fuscous, with two indistinct dark lines on terminal cilia. 
Hindwing greyish-fuscous; cilia pale greyish-fuscous. 


Male genitalia (Fig. 34). Uncus long (260 um in length), with apex pointed; valva nearly 
the same length as aedeagus, ampulla shorter than cucullus, gently curved, pointed; cucul- 
lus broadened on basal half as in sinjovi, but with slender sclerotized patch basally, sacculus 
with a bent projection apically; aedeagus large, with cornutus as in Fig. 34.

on dorsal area sparse brownish scales; scale teeth black; cilia pale grey, barely recognizable 
traces of dark lines on terminal cilia; maculation of forewing very indistinct through exfoli- 
ation of scales. Hindwing greyish-fuscous, cilia pale greyish-fuscous. 


Male genitalia (Fig. 35). Uncus long, apex pointed, 330 um in length; valva longer than 
aedeagus, ampulla 1/2 length of cucullus, apex pointed and hooked; cucullus elliptical, 1/2 
length of sacculus; saccus broad; aedeagus slender, with two short cornuti.
